Euclid at “B” 
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Industrial Report Shows Great 
Strides Made by Ontario Chamber 


: An industrial comparison report, showing the phenom- 
inal growth of Ontario the past four years, was released 
by the Ontario chamber of commerce last week. Facts 
and figures, instead of generalities characterized the very 
cémplete report which was ably presented by Robert L. 
Deards, industrial committee chairman. 

* For the chamber critics, it might be worthwhile to, re- 
view again some of the figures contained in the report. They 
would do well to read them now in the event that they 
missed the story earlier. 

In the past four years, 1944-47, the number of industries 
in Ontario has increased 64.5 per cent, the report reveals. 

* Industrial employment has gone up 87.3 per cent. 

Annual payrolis have risen 138.5 per cent. 

That isn't all. Since 1944 11 new industries,employing 
more than 600 persons, have come into Ontario, largely 
through the efforts of the Ontario chamber of commerce. 
And these firms have paid out $1,500,000 in wages and | 
salaries every year. 

The addition of new industries plus the expansion of 
the old ones have nearly doubled industrial employment in 
the past four years. While there were 1,521 persons employ- 
ed in local plants in 1944 by the end of 1947 the figures had 
reached to 2,860. 

* One final quotation from the chamber report. The 
largest increase has been in industrial payrolls which in 
1944 were $3,106,793.48. By the end of last year, workers 
in the Ontario district had drawn $7,411,449.68 in salaries 
sand wages.

neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America, representing 
125,000 railroad employes, have refused 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 
wage increase of 15% cents an hour. 
This is the same increase awarded 
1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 
This is the same increase accepted by 
175,000 conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men by agreement on November 14, 1947. 
2 Agreements have been made with 
1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions. But these three unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
get more. They are demanding also many 
new working rules not. embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and train- 
men. 

Incidentally, the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America represents only about, 7% 
of all railroad switchmen, the other 93% 
heing represented by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and covered by the 
settlement with that union. 

Strike Threat 
The leaders of these three unions spread a 
strike ballot while negotiations were still 
in progress. This is not a secret. vote but is 
taken by union leaders and votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
ot union representatives. 

When direct negotiations failed, the 
leaders of these three unions refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 
Mediation Board to attempt to settle the 
dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. ‘The 
Board on January 15, 1948, announced 
its inability to reach a mediation settle- 
inent. The leaders of the unions rejected 
the request. of the Mediation Board to 
arbitrate. The railroads accepted. r 


The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
the Railway Labor Act. provides for the 
appointment of a fact-finding board by 
the President. 

The railroads fecl it is due shippers, 
passengers, employes, stockholders, and 
the general public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation 
they have not on'y exerted every effort to 
reach a fair and reasonabie settlement, 


but they have also met every requirement 
of the Railway Labor Act reSpecting tie 
negotiation, mediation, &nd arbitration of 
Jabor disputes. 

itseems unthinkable that these three unions, 
representing less thar i per cent of railroad 


can successfully maintain the threat of . par- 
alyzing strike against the interest of the en- 
tire country—and against 90 per cent of their 
fellow employes. 

The threat of a strike cannot justify grani- 
ing mere favorable conditions (o 125,000 em- 
ployes than have already been put in effect 
for 1,175,000, nor will it alter the opposition 
of the railroads to unwarranted wage in- 
creases or to changes in working rules which 
ere not justified. 

A glance at the box shows what employes 
represented by the Engineers and Firemen 
make. They are among the highest paid in 
the ranks of labor in the United States, if not 
the highest.
